KNABENSHUE’S STORY OF 
HIS THRILLING FLIGHT. 


immediately after landing in the, aero- 
nautic concourse yesterday afternoon, A. 
Roy Knabenshue, who guided the “Cali- 
formia Arrow’ in its successful flight, gave 
the Post-Dispatch the fo.lowing interesting 
account of bis experiences: 

“The flight I just made in the ‘Arrow’ 
has been the greatest sport ever enjoyed. 
There is something about an airship that 
can never be experienced in a balloon. 

“Maybe you think it’s just the novelty 
of the -thing, but there is no sport. like 
spinning several thousand feet over the 
heads of humanity as I did a few minutes 
ago, guiding your ship where you wish, 
poinUng its head first in one direction and 
then in the other and feeling all the while 
that the world is watching every turn that 
you give the propeiler. 

“Some of these days, and im the near 
future, I hope, the sons of rica fathers will 
quit spending their money for fast trotters 
and swell electric launches or yachts and 
wili devote their time and means to the 
navigation of the air. 

“Anyone in my place on the 'Arrow’ a 
few minutes ago would have learned that 
aerial navigation is not nearly so tough a 
proposition as it seems, and that so far 
as danger and risk of life is concerned, rt 
is just as safe as walking across an in- 
tramural track or takirg an auto ride over 
the World's Fair grounds, and to my. way 
of thinking it is more so if a man has any 
grit about him. 

“Baldwin showed a streak of that geri: 
today wher he set to work to repair the 
‘Arrow’ after she had been damaged to 
such an extent that anyone cise would have 
called off the flight for today. 

“When the damage was répaired and I 
saw the ‘Arrow’ led out into the concourse 
the second time, I felt just as sure of her 
as I used to when I Jumped on my rocking 
horse in my childhood days. 

“Not a thing went wrong with the ‘Ar- 
row,’ and every minute I was up I felt 
more and more confident of her ability to 
carry me safely over the grounds and back 
to the \tarting point. 

oy EB ed her around so often just to 
show folk on térra firma that I could 
handle my bird just as I pleased, and I 
showed them, didn't I? 

“Once L almost lost control of my guide 
line, but it was a second before } 
had the ‘Arrow’ tn hand again and sailing 
where I chose to steer her. 

“I couldn't tell Just how high I was fly- 
ing, but it seem@m to me that I must have 
been between 2000 and 2600 feet above the 
Ferris Wheel when I decided that I had 
gone far enough and had better begin my 


return, for Capt. Baldwin told me to ge 
back in half an hour if possible. 

“They tell me I was gone 37 minutes, 
}but if they will allow for the little delay 
in getting off I believe they'll find I obeyed 
Instructions almost to the second. 

“There wasn't much time for looking 
around the Fair as I ckimmed over, but I 
knew every building as I passed and could 
see throngs of people all over the grounds 
and neighboring country as they waved to 
me. Whenever I got a chance I waved my 
cap In answer. 

“I could only get to the pigeon basket 
long enough to fiberate one of the car- 
riers, for most of my time was taken up 
with maneuvering the ship from one po- 
sition to another. 

“The little thing seemed happy to be off, 
and fts mate fluttered around in the basket 
as if jealous of the one that had been 
taken from it to carry my message to the 
Post~Dispatch. 

“I was especially anxious to make a good 
flight today, for this is Toledo day and the 
first thing I thought and said as I landed 
safely back in the aeronautic concourse

“The rest of my Knowledge has been 
gained in the two flights I have made with- 
in the past week. 

More than one-third of the gasoline is 
left in the tank, so that I could have 
stayed up longer if I had wanted to. 

“I didn't have a bit of trouble in landing 
just where I wanted to.

“I. have come,” he said, “in response to your invitation to address you briefly in 

what you justly term the stronghold of Democratic faith and of Republican revolt.” 
This is the voice of one speaking not as a partisan to partisans, but as an Amer- 

ican to Americana, “Republican Revolt” is the product of Republican conscience, which 

is as sensative as Democratic conscience to a moral appeal honestly directed. 

Ard a moral issue has now overshadowed all others. As Judge Parker states it, 


in cool, judicial phrases: 

“Congress creates a new department of commerce and labor. Of that department 
the President of the United States appoints a secretary. That secretary was his pri- 
vate secretary. Within that department provision is made for the collection from 


direct. By grace of the same executive, this secretary, through whose department 
this information is collected, becomes the chairman of the national Republican com- 
mittee. His chief duty it has been and still is to collect funds for the purpose of secur- 
ing the election of the President. And it is now notorious that there has resulted 
from this organized importunity—whatever may be the precise way in which it is 
made effective—an overflowing treasury to the committee, of which boast is openly 


and continually made.” : 

This mortaging of the Presidency for campaign contribution creates an issue 
that transcends party lines. The Republican and the independent voter feel the 
stain it puts upon the national honor. They are part of the jury that has listened 
to the evidence and that is now to give an honest verdict upon the case submitted. 

When Mr. Cortelyou was a collector of facts, before he became a collector of 
tribute, he said of his bureau of corporations in ais first annual report: 

“The creation of the bureau was viewed by some with alarm, or at least with 
suspicion. It was feared that the powers granted might be hastily or inadvisedly 
used to the injury of legitimate enterprise. 

The “alarm” vanished when the corporations found that their inquisitor was go- 
ing to come to them to beg for financial favors. They felt then that taey could 
say of the government, as Addicks said of the Delaware senatorship. “We have 
bought it, and we are going to have it.” 

"St all comes at last to tae President. Cortelyou, trusts, corruption, as all roads 
lead to Rome, so all these lead to Roosevelt. He, the official and political creator 
of Cortelyou. has uttered no word of defense, and in such a case silence is confes- 
sion. : 

This first duty of the American jury is to render a verdict against the defend- 
ants in this particular case. But such a verdict would be a poor achievement if it 
stood alone. 

Mr. Roosevelt is no worse than most politicians—merely more audacious and 
possessed of opportunities which no others have had before him. What is needed 
above all is to see that no others have such opportunities after him. 

The use of money in elections has reached one of those climaxes that precede 
and produce revolt. Both parties are guilty, but not equally so. The party in power 
nas protection and privileges to eell, and for a full generation has levied tribute 
upon those whom the government could help or injure. It is the chief culprit; the 
Democratic party, in so far as it has off , has been its humble imitator. 

It is time for tne law to take notice of this evil that is poisoning its source. 
We ought to have a national corrupt practices act that would forbid corporate con- 
tributions to campaign funds and would compel a complete public accounting for 
all mo recei rome Grery comeen. See er has shown « becoming indig 
nation in the nce of Republican debauchery—let us hope that he 
identify himself and the Democracy with this reform, which would tend to purify 
all parties alike. > 

If the Democratic party should make thie cause its own it would find in the

GANS GETS DECISION 
OVER BRITT ON FOUL 
IN THE FIFTH ROUND 


Weak and on the Floo

SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 1—Jimmy Britt 
of California lost his chance for the lght- 
weight championship of the world inst night 
when he fouled Joe Gane of Baltimore in 
the fifth round He had sent Gans to his 
knees, and then, losing his head, gave hima 
viclous punch. Referee Garney promptly 
awarded the decision to Gans on a fout 

The same thing had happened in the 
fourth round. Gans had dropped to his 
knees to escape a blow that did not land. 
Britt struck at him, but Graney would 
not allow the foul. In the next round, how~ 
ever, Graney very promptly recognized the 
foul fighting. 

It looked almost from the start as !f it 
‘were Britt's fight. He clearly outboxed 
Gans and landed blow after blow. 

In the fourth round tt was apparent that 
Gans was scared, and, barring a foul, the 
decision was Britt’s to a certainty. 

While no excuse can be made for Britt 
losing his head, it certainly seemed that 
Gans invited a foul. The decision was 4 
great shock to the biggest crowd that ever 
filled the pavilion, but fair-minded men 
agreed that Graney’s judgment was 

Britt showed marvelous strength and 
quickness. He went at Gans like a bull 
terrier, landing body blows alternating with 
swings on the jaw. During the first three 
rounds Gane was cool and confident and 
fairly strong. He appeared to be feeling 
Britt out, but at the end of the third and 
the beginning of the fourth rounds, when 
Britt commenced to fight more viciously,

Gans weakened perceptibly. He landed a 


i few lefts on Britt, but the little white boy 


paid no attention to the colored man’s light 
taps, and every time he was hit bored in 
more viciously than ever.

There is no doubt tn the minds of the ma- 
jority of those present that in another c~n- 
test at the same weights Britt would defeat 
Gans easily. Réferee Graney said after 
the fight: “I really should have given Gans 
the decision in the fourth round, when 
Britt fouled him, but as Gans was not 
hurt I overlooked it. Britt himself ad- 
mitted that I could have called a foul at 
that time. The second offense, in the fifth 
round, was so palpable, however, that I 
was forced to give Gans the decision.” 

tt was frantic with rage when he 
realized that he had lost the fight, and he 
rushed at Graney, striking wildly. Gra- 
ney, who is something of a boxer himself, 
fought back, but the police interfered and 
separated the belligerents. Britt declared 
as he.left the ring: 

“I know that I could beat Gans and I 
want to fight him again.”

After the fight, when Britt had recov- 
ered his temper, he apologized to Graney 
and sald: “What could I do when a man 
fell every time when it was urnecessary? 
I am sorry I hit him while on his knees, 
but I couldn’t help it.” 

The fifth round lasted but 88 seconds 

When Gans was wrestled and knocked 
to the floor in the fourth round the crowd 
cheered and grew wildly excited over the 
California boy's showing. Gans’ blows did 
not seem to carry steam. Britt’s blows 
made the black man wince and grab his 
opponent. Gans slipped to the floor a 
number of times, and, in the opinion of 
many, he quit. He went down at least 
five times to save himself, and it was in 
this position that Britt fost his head and 
struck Gans left and right.
